Party to Issue Dr. Frank’s 
Program Study Monday 


Convention June 24. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 17 (AP).— 
Campaign ammunition—more than 
30,000 words of it—was hauled to 
the political front today by the 
Republicans, who yesterday decid- 
ed to hold their national nominat- 


ing convention in Philadelphia, be- 
ginning Monday, June 24. 

Philadelphia won over Chicago to 
get the meeting, offering $200,000 
in cash and the auditorium and 
concesisions to boot. This had the 
effect of increasing its bid to 
around, $250,000. Chicago took the 
position it was not up for “auc- 
tion” «nd made no cash offer, but 
promised to meet all convention | 
expenses, which normally run 
around $125,000. 

Reptiblican officials worked to- 
day on plans for publication Mon- 
day of the bulky “program” report 
of Dr. Glenn Frank, chairman of 
an unofficial committee of 150. This 
document is intended to state the 
case against the Roosevelt admin- 
istraticn and outline basic data for 
the 1910 platform. 

Already Under Fire. 

Two years in the making, the re- 
port was subjected to an attack 
from within the party’s ranks even 
before publication. : 

Robert R. Church, Memphis Ne- 
gro leader, who said he held a 
proxy kor Mrs. R. R. McLane of 
Nashville, National Committeewom- 
an from Tennessee, complained 
that the Frank report was “en- 
tirely lacking“ in a program for 
Negro voters. 

He proposed that a special unit 
be crested in the party’s National 
Committee with $100,000 to spend 
in gathering and dessiminating, 
mostly to the Negro press, “fac- 
tual data” affecting the race’s po- 
litical and economic security. 

Church’s resolution, offered at 
yesterday’s National Committee 
meeting, at first was tabled on 
motion of Charles R. Enos, mem- 
ber from Colorado, who argued it 
was out of order. Chairman John 
Hamilton contended, too, that the 
National Committee had no author- 
ity to change the Frank report, but 
merely was the medium for its sub- 
mission’ to the convention. 


Sent to Executive Committee. 

The proposal later was taken 
from the table, however, and re- 
ferred to the party’s Executive 
Committee on motion of Mrs. Cara 
L. Ebert of West Virginia. She 
said it was out of order, but that 
to table it would be “an affront.” 

Church said afterward: “They 
might have killed this resolution 
today, but it is coming back just 
as sure as my name is Church.” 

The resolution not only com- 
plained about the Frank report, but 
said the National Committee had 
not seen fit to provide machinery 
for “properly inquiring into the 
problems of the Negro in the light 
of present day conditions and the 
effect of the New Deal philosophy 
of government upon his political 
and economic existence.” 

It also said it was the hope and 
desire of the Republican party to 
“recapture the colored vote” and 
“imperative that it present to him 
a program constructive in its na- 
ture and reeognizing him as 
an integral part of this Govern- 
ment.” | 

Arrangements Group Meets. 

Although the committee wound 
up its work yesterday, a committee 
on arrangements for the conven- 
tion, headed by Ralph E. Williams 
of Oregon, vice-chairman of the 
National Committee, was called to- 
day to appoint some subcommittees, 
It is this; group’s duty also to pick 
a temporary convention chairman 
and “keynoter,” but Williams said 
this .would not be done for a cou- 
ple of months.

In the past, invaders 
always were eventually absorbed by the great Chi- 
Of course, the Japanese may hold their present po- 
sitions for a long time, but their call to Chiang Kai- 
shek to surrender, coupled with the announcement 
that they will await his offensive rather than em- 
bark on one themselves, sounds more like the voice 
of a tired nation, eager to be quit of the whole busi- 
ness, than that of a triumphant conqueror, ready to 
offer magnanimous terms. 

This impression is heightened by the fact that 
criticism of the policy toward China is beginning to 
be heard in the Diet at Tokyo. Perhaps peace is in the 
Far Eastern air, no matter what difficulties in the 
way of face-saving must be overcome before all 
fighting stops. 

The importance of face-saving in the Orient is not 
to be underestimated. Japanese pride may preclude a 
realistic ending of the war. It alone may mean an in- 
determinate protraction of Me “China Incident.” In 
spite of the loss of a million men and the dissipation 
of untold wealth, the Emperor Hirohito’s war ma- 
chine is still formidable. Gertainly, it is superior to 
that of the Chinese, no matter what supplies may be 
coming to Chiang over the Burma road. If the Japa- 
nese now adopt a defensive strategy, with all the 
saving of men and materials this implies, they may 
keep a big foot in China for years, 

But whether or not the end of hostilities is near, 
and a world which has seen the aggressor triumphant 
in Ethiopia, Spain, Czecho-Slovakia and Poland is 
at least to see a reversal of that trend, there is a 
lesson for us in the-Oriental situation. 

It is simply this: Our alarmists have apparently 
magnified the might of Japan out of all proportion.

Guide for Our Relations With Japan. 

To the Editor ot the Post-Dispatch: 
UR Far Eastern relations are at a 
dangerous stage. Among us are 
some people who, in the name of inter- 
national morality, would force us into an 
impasse, by steps short of war,” from 
which there would be no graceful retreat. 

A good guide for the conduct of our 
Pacific affairs, much as Washington’s 
Farewell Address is for our European 
relations, is found in a letter of Dec. 22, 
1910, from Theodore Roosevelt to his 
protege, President Taft. Roosevelt wrote: 

“Our vital interests are to keep the 
Japanese out of our country, and at the 
same time to preserve the good will of 
Japan. The vital interest of the Jap- 
anese, on the other hand, is in Manchuria 
and Korea. It is therefore peculiarly our 
interest not to take any steps as regards 
Manchuria which. will give the Japanese 
cause to feel that we are hostile to them, 
or a menace—in however slight a degree 
—to their interests.

There must be a reason for this, 
and it is plain enough what the rea- 
son is. A President who conclu- 
sively renounced a third term, with- 
out selecting his successor, would 
precipitate a struggle for the suc- 
cession among his followers, in his 
own party, even in his own Cabinet. 
This would paralyze his influence. 
It would mean that in the last year 
of his second term, his political 
power would disintegrate. He could 
neither insure the continuation of 
his policies, which every Persident 
must desire, nor successfully round 
out his gwn term of office. 

That, I think, is why no President 
finally renounces a third term ex- 
cept by selecting his successor, 


Thus there is no way of smoking 
out Mr. Roosevelt until he is com- 
mitted definitely to some particular 
man who is to succeed him. With- 
out this no one will believe him, 
neither his opponents nor his ar- 
dent supporters. As long as the 
succession is open, a man can al- 
ways be drafted, regardless of what 
he says. And until his successor is 
chosen, no President will, without 
abdicating his influence, make so 
definite a pledge that it is impossi- 
ble to draft him. He will not make 
such a pledge either because he 
would like to be drafted or, he will 
not make it because he wants at 
the very least to hold his power 
until he retires, and to have the de- 
ciding voice in naming his succes- 
sor. 

For these reasons the answer to 
the third term riddle is not to be 
found in the secret recesses of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s mind but in the political 
condition of the Democratic party. 
If, as now appears to be the fact, 
there is not as yet an obvious suc- 
cessor who can muster the full 
Democratic voting strength, then 
Mr. Roosevelt will continue until

The talk about a third term will 
be continued as long as an inspec- 
tion of the available successors 
shows no one who can surely unite 
the many factions of which the 
Democratic party is composed, Can 
Mr. Hull unite the party?

KANSAS CITY, Feb. 17.—The 
first intra-party battle of he 1940 
campaign within the Republican 
party in Missouri will come late to- 
day, when supporters of Arthur M. 


Curtis of Springfield, national com- 
mitteeman, will attempt to prevent 
a contemplated change in the meth- 
od of electing delegates. to the na- 
tional convention and of electing 
the national committeeman. 

The Curtis supporters see in a 
recent announcement of Barak T. 
Mattingly of St. Louis, State chair- 
man, a plan by Mattingly to gain an 
advantage in the approaching Cur- 
tis-Mattingly fight over the na- 
tional party: post.in the State. 

Although the Missouri statutes 
set out the procedure to be fol- 
lowed by political parties in per- 
fecting their organizations, the 
statute never has been followed by 
the Republicans, although it has 
been by the Democrats. No question 
of the validity of the Republican 
proceedure has been raised, the 
opinion having prevailed that or- 
ganization was purely a party mat- 
ter and that any plan satisfactory 
to the. party would be recognized, 

Republican. Procedure. 

The law provides that the dele- 
gates to the national conventions 
and the national committeemen 
shall be elected at state conven- 
tions. The Republican procedure 
has been for district delegates to’he 
elected at district conventions, the 
delegates-at-large at the State con- 
vention, and for the delegates to 
the national convention to elect the 
national committeeman. 

In the call for the meeting of the 
State committee today, Mattingly 
announced that in the future the 
law, instead of the Republican 
party custom, would be followed. 
This, apparently, gave Curtis his 
first intimation that he would be 
opposed for re-election, and he be- 
gan a protective campaign, which 
is expected to have its first show of 
strength in the opposition to the 
Mattingly plan this afternoon. 

There probably will be 30 dele- 
gates to the Republican national 
convention, and probably 700 or 
800 delegates to the State conven- 
tion. The politicians are figuring 
that Mattingly as head of the State 
organization would have a better 
chance of controlling the State con- 
vention, while Curtis as national 
committeeman would have an ad- 
vantage if the election were left to 
the Missouri delegates to the na- 
tional convention, particularly if 
the 26 district delegates were chos- 
en by district conventions held in 
advance of the State convention, 

Mattingly's Position. 

Mattingly supporters merely point 
to the statutes, saying the law

FORMER CITY OFFICIAL 


Director of Public Welfare 
From 1925 to 1933 Suc- 
cumbs to Pneumonia. 


The funeral of Harry L. Salis- 
bury, director of Public Welfare 
for eight years in the administra- 
tion of Mayor Victor J. Miller, who 
died of pneumonia yesterday at his 
home, 4245 Hartford street, will be 
Monday at 2 p. m. at the Scottish 
Rite Cathedral, 3637 Lindell boule- 
vard. Burial will be in Valhalla 
Cemetery. The body is at the 
Kron. mortuary, 4911 Washington 
boulevard. 

Mr. Salisbury, who was 70 years 
old, had been confined to his home 
by heart disease for a year and a 
half. Born at Mount Vernon, III., 
he worked as a young man for the 
Terminal Railroad and from about 
1904 to 1917 he was superintendent 
of repairs here for the Otis Eleva- 
tor Co. Later he was superintend- 
ent of construction for the $2,500,- 
000 Scottish Rite Cathedral, opened 
in 1924. , 

A close friend of Miller, he op- 
posed Collector Edmond Koeln for 
the Republican nomination for the 
collectorship in 1922 at the insist- 
ence of Miller, who objected to 
Koeln. Miller was then treasurer 
of the Police Board, having been 
removed as president. This was 
the chief contest in that primary;

Minister in Exile Government 
in France Greeted by 
Compatriots. 


Gen. Joseph Haller, Polish leader 
Who fought against, then with the 
Allies in the World War, but hasn’t 
had a chance to take an active 
military part in the present con- 
flict, is in St. Louis today in the 
interests of the Polish cause, as a 
representative of the new Polish 
Government at Angers, N 
The General, whose last visit to 
St. Louis was in 1934, was given 
an enthusiastic welcome on his ar- 
rival at Union Station yesterday 
by several hundred St. Louis and 
East St. Louis compatriots. 

In the group were six St. Louis- 
ans, veterans of the volunteer army 
he organized in France in 1918, and 
later ‘led against the Bolsheviki 
in the Polish war of independence. 
They were garbed in their bluish- 
gray uniforms, with square-top hats, 
and served as honor guard as Gen. 
Haller was escorted to Jefferson 
Hotel in an automobile parade. 

Gen. Haller, who holds the post 
of minister without portfolio in the 
new Government, is on an official 
mission in the United States to 
solicit “moral and financial assist- 
ance” for the Polish cause. He 
accompanied by Janusz Stamirow- 
ski, a former Warsaw industrialist, 
who is serving as his secretary, and 
Capt. Alexander Orlowski, a re- 
serve officer in the once crack Po- 
lish cavalry. 

The General, whose ability to 
speak English is limited, directed 
Stamirowski to answer questions 
asked by reporters who gathered in 
his suite at the hotel, and said that 
his secretary's remarks could be at- 
tributed to him, 

Stamirowski declared that the 
sole aim of the present Polish Gov- 
ernment in France was to win the 
war. 

“What will be done after that is 
not known now, except the Polish 
nation will once again be freed of 
the German invaders,” he declared. 
Gen, Haller will speak tonight at 
a rally at the Polish Hall in Hast 
St. Louis. Tomorrow he will be 
honored at a reception at Polish- 
American Hall, 1940 Cass avenue, 
at 2:30 o'clock, and at a dinner in 
the evening at Hotel Jefferson, He 
will leave Monday for Los Angeles.

Arguments in support of the de» 
murrer were presented at a hear. 
ing yesterday by William O. Reeder, 
attorney for Laun, who contended 
chiefly that the indictment did not 
show the materiality of the testi- 
mony on which the charge is based 
—a necessary element in establish 
ing perjury—because there was no 
showing that the SEC was withir, 
its jurisdiction. in conducting its 
continuing invetsigation of politica! 
and business practices of Union 
Electric. 

“This commission is not A cour’: 
or a grand jury,’ Reeder argued. 
“Before it ‘can put a man under 
oath, it must show that something 
is pending, that the ordered inves- 
tigation is one with authority. Wha:: 
fact is pending before the commis: 
sion that gave it power to make ari 
investigation ? 

“The answer is not in the indict- 
ment. If this is a fishing expedi- 
tion, it is illegal, so the Supreme 
Court has said.“ 

Blanton's Contention. 

Arguing against the demurrer, 
United States Attorney Harry C. 
Blanton contended that it was 
not necessary to set out in the 
indictment the purpose or justi- 
fication of the SEC investigation, 


but merely to show that the in- 


vestigation was taking place and 
that Laun had been put under 
oath to give testimony. | 

“This is not an indictment char¢:- 
ing Laun with violation of the SEC 
Act,” Blanton pointed out. “Laun 
is charged only with perjury.” The 
allegations made in the indictment, 
he contended, were more than sul 
ficient to support this charge. 

“We not. only say what was 
false,“ he asserted, but we say 
what the truth was, wh is more | 
than he is entitled to We give 
more information than decisions 
say we have to.”

Kaolin we call it now. It is a 
common constituent of many soils 
and is classified as a silicious earth. 
It is found in many rich deposits 
in the United States and the Orient. 
It is used in pottery but has been 
a part of the physician's armory 
for many centuries. It has a sooth- 
ing and healing action on the intes- 
tines and has been used for many 
different kinds of intestinal com- 
plaints, from Asiatic cholera to our 
own colitis. 

Its action is twofold on the in- 
flamed intestine. It mechanically 
takes up large numbers of bacteria 
and carries them off, dead or alive; 
second, it takes up poisons by ob- 
sorption. 

It is best given with a similar 
product, aluminum hydroxide, be- 
cause kaolin alone may settle out of 
suspension and form a hard, clay- 
like mass. Aluminum hydroxide 


kaolin and settles out of suspension 
less readily. The two together form 
a light viscid jell. 

C : 

THIS JELL CAN be used in a 
great many disease conditions. On 
account of its soothing properties 
it is used to paint the throat in ton- 
silitis and diphtheria. When the 
earthy mass comes away, great 
quantities of bacteria come with it. 

It has a reversible chemical reac- 
tion and can act as a weak acid or 
a weak base. This, along with its 
astringent action, accounts for its 
favorable action in cases of ulcer of 
the stomach. 

In colitis, and particularly colitis 
where ulceration has occurred, it 
finds its greatest field of useful- 
ness.

ing habits children and young peo- 
ple set, 8 
good qualities, the graces and the 
gifts children display. We take 
them for granted. “Of course, he 
is polite. Of course, he does well 
in science, Why shouldn't he? But 
isn’t he awful in posture? And 
doesn't he drive you wild with that 
slovenly habit of speech?” 
Talking about poor posture or 
poor speech or poor anything else 
will not cure matters. Take for 
granted that he child wants to 
stand and walk well just as you 
take for granted that he wants to 
do well in other ways. Search for 
the cause of his difficulty and 
work to remove it, and keep en- 
couraging the child whilg you help 
him. Poor posture is ly caused 
by some physical weakness. Slov- 
enly speech is usually the result of 
a lack of power in the language 
centers, neglect and bad examples. 
Speech is complex and the causes 
of deficiency there are more than 
complex. Finding fault is too sim- 
ple a remedy. 

Continual talking wearies a 
child’s mind. His mind dwells in 
nerve cells which are sensitive and 
easily fatigued. When they are 
wearied they close down and take 
time out until they are restored to 
full power. When this closing 
down occurs, we complain bitterly 
about the child’s inattention, stub- 
bornness, dumbness and general un- 
worthiness, The truth is that we 
have exhausted his listening, hear- 
ing and working power. Often we 
are guilty of wasting it. We are 
in the wrong, not the weary child. 


1 


IT IS BEST to take for granted 
a child’s willingness, his normal de- 
sire for goodness, for praise, for 
health in his ways. When he fails, 
as he often will if he is an active 
intelligent young person, keep still. 
Take for granted that he would do 
better if he could and ponder his 
situation in your mind. Study to 
see how he can be helped. When 
you are certain in your mind that 
you can accept his state of growth, 
take for granted his good will and 
his strong tendency to goodness, 
and you are ready to talk things 
over with him, 

Often when a child is allowed 
to think in peace, nobody pressing 
him, nobody demanding, “Why do 
you do such stupid things?” he 
| finds his own way out. When that 
happéhs he has taken a great 


person in his own right. 

In our anxiety to save children 
from their mistakes, something we 
can never do and which we ought 
not want to do, we add to their 
confusion by scolding, prodding 
and nagging until their minds are 
numb. Give them a chance to rest 
thein minds, to clear their think- 
ing. Take for granted that they 
want to grow up, that they want to 
do well. The children will grow 
faster and ‘correct their defects 
sooner, and we will be saved much 
grief.
